It is only 
lataly that the Portuguoso Government 
Tins ‘been awakened to a senso of tho 
iniquitios porpotrated ander its sanction, 
‘At last, it has beon 60, and has sent to 
Bueno man who bas given proof of 
‘an intontion to honestly do his duty ; 
‘at tho samo time that it has sent to 
Tima a Consul equally ready to report 
faithfully ou tho treatraent of the emi- 
grants when handed over to their now 
hnators,  Sonhor Volare has com- 
moncod, thon, by reporting that the 
Poravian “farmers, with somo honor- 
ablo oxcoptions, regard tho colonist not 
‘asa man but asa machine, and as less 
than a slave!” that tho streots of Lima 
‘are crowded with Chinoso mutilated in 
the omploy of thoir mastors, and nband- 
owed by thom, when no longor ablo to 
work, to the support of pablio charity ;” 
fond finally instancos a ease in which 
‘iy farmer, dovoid of consciones, has 
takon 48 Chinoso and, fearing lest thoy 
coseapo, in place of socuring them by 
‘moans of photographic likenossos which 
swould cost him a few dollars, has pro- 
forred to mark thom with a hot iron.” 
Tt is croditablo to Govornor do Souza 
that, -immodiately on recoipt of this 
dospateh, ho suspondod the licenses con- 
coded to’ Poravinn Bmigeation depdts; 
‘and forbade tho examination, by tho 
Suporintendent of Kmigration, of con 
traots for any Chinese omigrants do- 
stined for Callao, In short ho has 
suspended tho coolio trade with Poru, 
‘and has classed it, as it desorves, in the 
samo ontogory with tho slavo trade 
from Afriea, which all civilised nations 
havo beon labouring 0 long to 
extinguish, Wo trust that this vigor- 
‘ous action will lead to a thorough re- 
form of tho emigration from China to 
South Amerien. ‘Tho plantors thoro 
cannot do without foreigu tabour, and 



















































will bo at once compelled, by Governor 
de Souza's action, to give somo plot 

of future consideration for their work- 
mon. This action is the moro praiso- 
worthy that tho Portuguose might, in 
Tegal ‘strictness, say_thoir connexion 
with tho emigrant finished when bo 
Innded; that they were bound to sco 
ho emigrated willingly,—and no more, 
Thoy havo gone furthor, in tho inter 
costs of humanity ; aud their action will 
be apprecinted as much as their pro- 
vious neglect was condenmed. 

Tt is obvions, however, thatomigration 
to countrios whoso inhabitants avo dis- 
posed to maltreat thoir Chinese ser~ 
vants, enn never be carried on satis- 
factorily, unless undor tho supervision, 
on tho spot, of some one having autho- 
rity to protoct them—of, in short, a 
Chineso Consul. In tho French island 
of Réunion, to which a largo emigrn- 
tion of Hindostaneos takes place, tho 
British Govornment bas a “ Protector 
of Emigrants,” whoso duty it is to seo 

oolies’ contracts nro faithfully ful- 
3 and the Peking Government 
might woll refuso to sanction farthor 
omigration to Pert, until the Govern- 
ment of that country acquiesced in a 
similar arrangemont.
